At that lime, 
stated the Registrar, tlic Univer- 
sity was a mere collection of shacks 
and ramshackle buildings outside 
the limits of the Town of Montreal 
The Campus was a poorly-kept field 
where cows grazed and rubbish 
abounded. Since then the institU' 
lion has grown in size and import 
ance, its stafi has grown tremend- 
ously, and its student body has 
risen irom a mere eighty to three 
thousand. 

liemleux Speak*. 

The next speaker was Mervin 
Rogers, who spoke in Prcnph and 
welcomed Mr. Jean-Paul Lemieux. 
president of the Dental Under- 
graduate body of the University of 
Montreal. Mr. Lemieux answered 
this address by expressing the hope 
that friendly relations will ever 
prevail among the students of both 
McGill and the University of Mont- 
real, especially those students who 
arc in the Faculties of Dentistry.

Argue That a Reconstituted 
League Is Only Hope 
of Peace 



Ijack of co-operation from the 
member natlon,s and the United 
Status wa.s given as the cause for 
the failure of I,eaguc ot Nations 
by Messrs. Stalker and Henderson, 
McGill University debating team 
The McGill representatives succeed- 
ed In upholding the government 
motion, "Resolved that a rcconsti 
luted League of Nation.s is the only 
hope of lasting peace," at Trinity 
College, University of Toronto last 
night. 

Messrs. Crosbie and Whitelaw, 
Trinity debaters maintained that a 
federation of world stales was the 
only hope of lasting peace.^ They 
drew a sharp distinction between 
any reconstituted League of Na 
tions and the world federation 
which they envisaged. 

"The second great war in twenty 
five years shows some weaknesses 
in the league's system," said Stalk 
er of McGill. He saw the disparity 
of natural resources among nations 
as the chief cause of war. 
"Love Thy Neighbor." 

"Love thy neighbor as thyself," 
said Crosbie of Trinity College. "To 
solve the problem of the individual 
the solution lies with the indivi 
dual, with the man himself," he 
continued, characterizing the League 
of Nations, as it stands al "un 
natural and perverted." The recon- 
stituted league, he claimed, would 
be composed of the same members 
and based on the same principals 
as at present 

The question submitted to the 
assembled house resulted in an

Philanthropist's Will 
Provides Cash Grant, 
Share in Estate 



Under the v/ill of .^ir (:hsrlp.<i 
Lindsay, McGill in; iiorm rionaled 
the *iim of J't/irLOfi'i. This amount i.? 
divided In Iv/o part's, the fir.^t be- 
Inff a capital donation of $25,W»0, 
and Ihe rfmairder con.?lsting of an 
eighth share ot thrpe-quarterij of 
the rfsldui' of iho estât». The r/act 
arnount of the '•sla'f: is not disclosed 
Ij.y Ihf px'Tii!oT.';, inasmuch as the 
v/ill ot Sir Charles provided for 
legacies to his family and close 
frientls, the capital amounts set 
aside for that purpose will revert 
al their respective death.? to the es- 
tate and be divided up among '.he 
organizations v/hich are the reaidu- 
ciry legates. These are seventeen in 
number, eight of them sharing in 
three-quarters ot the estate, and 
nine in the remaining quarter. 

It is calculated '.hai after succes- 
sion duties have bcsn paid, and pr:>- 
visions made for the legacies and 
donations which Sir Charles speci- 
fied, there will be about $4,000,000 
available for the residuary lejatees 
to be used by them as endowment 
funds. As McGill receives one 
eighth of this amount, the total 
amount to be given to McGill will 
be in excess of $325,000. 

Died Early Thb Month 

Sir Charles Lindsay, blind phil- 
anthropist and business man. died 
early this month at the age of S3. 
A great number of the donations 
were to hospitals, charitable organ- 
izations, and institutions for the aid 
of the blind. The will, however, 
provided for endowment of other 
organizations connected with Mc- 
Gill. Most notable of these was the 
donation of $20,000 to the Royal 
Victoria Hospital, plus an eighth

The book esids on this note of illness. 

Probably the only convincing charncler in 
the whole book Is llie mother, Annunziata. She 
personlties the typical stoldity of the European 
peasant immigrant. Her nniveic and faith are 
vcr>- clearly doliîic.itcd, showing that the au- 
thor is capable of some very fine writing, 
though he exercises this faculty rather rarely 
in this book. 

We are advised that this is Mr. Di Donato's 
maiden attempt at writing. When the first 
chapter of the book was publislicd in the "Es- 
quire'" magazine some time ago as a short story 
it pro\-e<i that the author was a capable young 
man who could put into written words some of 
his own experiences, thus fulfilling all the re- 
quisites of short-story-writing. However, the 
lengthening of that initial attempt into a full- 
length novel proved rather disappointing. The 
work IS lacking in that fine polish which makes 
a good novel. The author seems to have sacri- 
ficed excellence in favour of volume, and the 
result is a 'let-down". We can only hope th.nl 
Mr. Di Donato will continue to write, since he 
definitely has the ability, but will not neglect 
to read the work.s of .some of his predecessors 
and contemporaries in the field of English lit- 
erature. He could, and might, learn a great 
deal about the novel. _[,. n. p_

pression that he spoke not only for 
him.scif but for hin university.

Adair's critics were right, but is 
fairly good proof that they were In- 
judicious and that if any real harm 
has been done— which is anyrhir.g 
but certain— it is ow;.-.g to t'r.eir 
v.-anl of judgment. If .Mr. Adair had 
been let alone, it is not improbable 
that the Nazi^ would have paid no 
attention to him, and that what at- 
tracted their attention was the 
fierce abuse heaped upon his bread- 
cast. They would qu;te p'.ass. ':>'.•/ 
reaio.t that this abuse betrayed a 
bcUef that sehous harm had been 
done, or might be done, to the Al- 
lied cause, and that the most vig- 
orous steps to counteract the end 
were necesiaxy. The very fact thaï 
the capitalization was delayed a 
week goes to show that what i-i- j 
gested it was not Mr. Adatr's jpeech.

Tlie team.'» were elo.icly 
matched and Eric Billington, one 
of the greatest kickers to ever play 
the game, tried a drop-kick. BUI 
ington kicked,' and had the ball 
gone between the bars, McGill 
would have won the game; As 
matter of fact, the referee, a Queens 
man, thought it had gone over, but 
Billington saw that the ball curved 
away before reaching the goalposts 
and told the official, thereby losing 
the game for the Redmen.

Another incident took place 

in a football game back around 
the turn of the century. In those 
days there were no substitutes, 
and once when McGill was 
playing Toronto, the star Vars- 
ity player was taken out be- 
cause of injuries. Archie Grace, 
liien Captain of the Red team 
then sent his be^t player to the 
side-lines to compensate Tor- 
onto for the loss of their ttar. 
Again there was the ca^e wlien 
the Intercollegiate Harrier meet 
was being run. Wally Goforth, 
then of Varsity and later of 
McGilI was in the lead, but lost 
his way and had run oft the 
course. Rex Wiggins the first 
McGill runner at the time saw 
Goforth make this mistake and 
then proceeded to show liim the 
course and allow him to retain 
his original le^id.

And the tame story li told 
throughout McGlll's history. In 
every game there hat always been 
fine sporl:.jn,in!iliip among Ihe ath-

Dental Corps. He traced tlic re- 
quirement of a dental standard In 
the army back to the days when 
soldiers had to have all their front 
teeth so as to be able to bite off 
the ends of the powder containers 
before pouring the powder into the 
muskets. Gradually, the need for a 
high degree of dental care among 
soldiers has become apparent, until 
during the last, war a definite Den- 
tal Corps was established. 
Permanent Dental Corps, 

Two years ago Lieut.-Col. Lett 
was asked to study the situation 
in Canada- with regard to the for- 
mation of a permanent Dental 
Corps. He completed his studies 
and presented his report to the 
Canadian Dental Association, which 
'oody recommended it to the De- 
partment of National Defence. At 
the outbreak of the present war 
Mr. Lott was called upon lo or- 
ganize this corps, and he has done 
so. The speaker stated that since 
the day that recruiting has started 
for this corps there has been an 
overwhelming reply. Men in all 
parts of the country have offered 
their services, and applications 
have been received from dentists in 
many countries, asking if their 
it-rvices v.ouid bu acccpltd. Mr. 
I/jtl asserted that if the response 
in this pari of the service was any 
criterion, then it became apparent 
that Hitler had miscalculated when 
he counted on the lack of enthusi- 
asm in Allied countries with re- 
gard to enliaiinunl, Tlie siieaker 
v/as thanked by Don licndrik. 

At the close of llie liamiiicl incm- 
bcrs of the Canadian Dental Corps 
exhibited a sample of the portable 
dental units and equipment adopted 
for field use. The chair is a cnl- 
iri|,;;ijle d|)i<aralii6 which may he 
/ol'iLd into a very compact unit 
and stored in an average-sized 
trunk. The fool engine and other 
large parts of the apparatus also fit 
into compartmcnis of this trunk. 
Another trunk cnnliiins coinpnrl- 
inuiili in which are klurod llu; vari- 
oiiii tiLslniinciils rcqiiircil for llic 
pi'uclicc of dentistry. Both trunks 
arc rather compact and may lie 
transported very easily.
